Truly American Institution

In music, as in other things, there are as many torms of 
expression and nuances of tonal meaning as there are partici- 
pants therein. Music has been in every land and language 
since the beginning of man. It is the vibrant, essentially 
natural voice of every emotion, every feeling and depth of 
sensory perception to which we humans are subject. There 
have been in music all classes and types of expression. Epic 
music, operatic tones, light and scintillating dance music, folk 
tunes, national characterizations with accompanying instru- 
mental identities, and pure vocal exuberances ... all these, 
and countless others, have been a part of music for centuries. 
Music has helped to shape the destinies of men and nations, 
of every land and every people — there have been, in history, 
no exceptions. 

In America, back in the sporadic, ebullient but colorful 
and tradition-packed 1890's, a distinctive form of music was 
tremendously in vogue. Tonic and satisfying, it was as 
American as apple pie, and it was heard — to the great benefit 
of its listeners — everywhere. It belongs to that gay era of 
horse-hair sofas, plush parlors and fringed-top surreys. It 
was a national habit, and a healthy one. It was Barber Shop 
Quartet Harmony. Despite its name — the exact origin of 
which is still somewhat obscure — it was not confined to the 
ornate tonsorial establishments of that period. It could be 
heard throughout the length and breadth of the land, on street 
corners, under gas-lit lamps and in drawing rooms and billiard 
parlors — anywhere that musical or vocal males would gather. 
Neither urban or rural, it was universal. It had no geography. 
Then, in the crowded, breathless progress that came with the 
early 1900's, this deeply satisfying and really great American 
mode of melodic expression became less and less in evidence, 
for some still unexplained reason. It was just ‘’one of those 
things." 

T his unhappy state of atfairs continued, more or less 
generally until, in 1938, an inspired attorney, O. C. Cash, of 
Tulsa, Oklahoma, invited a few .friends to his home, one 
memorable evening, to singl They met, they sang, and they 
loved it. This portentous gathering marked the birth of what 
is now known by the altogether imposing title of the Society 
for the Preservation and Encouragement of Barber Shop Quar- 
tet Singing in America, Incorporated. It has grown, as any 
such genuinely good thing must grow, until now only in its 
eleventh year of established being, the Society numbers some 
600 individual chapters, with a national membership of more 
than 40,000 enthusiastic proponents of this truly American 
brand of vocal legerdemain. 

TT his sweeping revival of barber shop quartet harmony 
has immeasurably improved it, of course. It is, today, an 
exact science and has all the perfection that any form of 
musical expression deserves, plus the natural robustness that 
so particularly distinguishes it and is so purely its own. It is 
still growing and will continue to grow. Because it is, at 
once, the medium of tonal expression and emotional outlet 
for so many thousands of American men from every conceiv-

able walk of life. Architects to zoologists, short men, fat men, 
tall and lank, old and young, rich and poor alike — they are, 
every one of them — barbershoppers. They all wear the same 
camaraderie and share the same fellowship that every mem- 
ber of this distinctive Society enjoys. There is not — nor can 
there be— any more truly democratic organization anywhere 
in the world. It knows no religion, no creed, no politics — it 
has no social strata and practices no prejudice nor discrimi- 
nation. Its only qualifications are the elemental requirements 
of character, a pair of lungs and the desire to sing. It is, of 
course, a man's organization — a tradition that has held since 
its inception. The ladies, bless their hearts, have tried to 
assemble the equivalent of an auxiliary organization several 
times. They've almost succeeded on occasion but, thus far, 
the National Society remains an all-male aggregation. There 
are, it is true, several feminine quartets throughout tho coun- 
try who sing barber shop songs in feminine harmony. We've 
been fortunate enough, in fact, to havo prosonlod on this 
program one of these — an all-fominino quartet from Decatur, 
Illinois, the Docaturettes. They aro outstanding and they do 
a swell job. We like 'em. They ontrall us. They appoal to 
us, as barbershoppers — but they still can't come to our 
meetings. 

Louisville has had, in tho last four yoars, ono of tho 
most significant demonstrations of the phonomonal growth of 
barbershopping that has boon noted anywhoro in the country. 
In July, 1945, a group of friends assembled at tho homo of 
F. W. Drybrough. It was a similar gathering to that in Tulsa, 
seven years earlier. For, by the end of tho afternoon, the 
Louisville Chapter of the S.P.E.B.S.Q.S.A. was in existence 
with 33 charter members, the first such chapter in Kontucky. 
From the beginning, the chapter has gone through its fourth 
year with at present, 223 active enthusiastic mombors. Each 
of its meetings, on the first and third Mondays of every month, 
attracts many visitors, most of whom return anothor time to 
become members. Barbershopping has a contagious appoal. 
The Louisville Chapter chorus, of over 100 male voices, is 
among the finest anywhere. It has fostered and developed 
many outstanding quartets, among v/hich aro tho Blue Grass 
Four, fine entertainers, mixing Barber Shop harmony with 
soloist arrangements; the Kentucky Troubadours, masters of 
comedy, real showmen, and true Kentucky Colonels; and tho 
Firesiders, present Kentucky Champions, semi-finalists in tho 
1949 International competition, and known *for their excep- 
tional blend and broken chord technique. The enthusiasm 
and devotion of the membership of the Louisville Chapter are 
a splendid tribute to the leadership of its officers and directors 
and a fitting testimonial to the genius and ability of its musi- 
cal director, Bob Ising. They are, too, true manifestations of 
the spirit of Barber Shop Harmony and everything that the 
S.P.E.B.S.Q.S.A. stands for. 

Liouisville has become, very generously, "Barber Shop" 
conscious and we, of the Louisville Chapter, unite in express- 
ing our deep appreciation for your wholehearted approbation 
and support. Thank you for coming. It was grand having 
you and a real pleasure to sing for you.

HOTEL SEELBACH 
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The Story of the Firesiders, Kentucky Troubadours, and Blue Grass Four 

The Louisville Chapter has fostered many quartets among its membership during its busy existence. 
Three which are heard in tonight's performance are outstanding. 

* * * * ★ * 

THE FIRESIDERS, originally organized April, 1947, entered the Kentucky-Indiana regional contest when 
they were only one month old. They emerged from the stiff, high-ranking competition at Indianapolis, in 
seventh place among 21 quartets from the district. They decided to go on to greater heights and rehearsed 
hard and diligently. Soon they were in demand at social functions, service clubs, church organizations and 
business conventions and their popularity grew with each appearance. Then, the sudden, tragic passing 
of their bass, Jasper Hodson, arrested their meteoric progress, and the Firesiders ceased to function as such. 
In March, 1948, one Frank Shephard joined the Chapter, and, before long, he could be found in corners with 
Faul and Johnnie, matching his booming bass to their capable voices. The Firesiders began to appear 

once more at Chapter meetings with a succession of new songs, arranged by the facile hand of Paul Ditto, 

their baritone. In July of the same year, Rudy Kaspar joined their group to sing lead, and they were off to 
a new start. They climaxed the year by coming home from the 1948 Kentucky-Indiana District contest, in 
October, ‘way up at the top, in second place, over 21 quartets, againl 

This was only a stepping stone in the events to come. In April of this year they again entered the 

Kentucky-Indiana Regional contest from which they emerged as one of three quartets to represent the Region 
at the International Contest at Buffalo, N. Y., June 12th. This contest represents the cream of Barbershopping 
in all of the United States and Canada and competition is exceptionally keen. More than 2,000 quartets strive 
each year through regional competition to win the honor to compete at the International contest. Only 40 
quartets reach the "big time" each year and to think that the Firesiders rated sixteenth place after only 
eleven months of singing together as a unit is nothing short of miraculous. Only 85 points out of a possible 
3,000 separated the Firesiders from the Varsity Four of Terre Haute, who went on to capture fifth place in 
the Medalist group. 

As a result of their outstanding accomplishments, the Firesiders have been in almost constant demand 
all over the country. Only three weeks ago they appeared in Constitution Hall, Washington, D. C., and 
they are scheduled to appear January 28th in Miami, Florida, at the height of that city's resort season. In 
this capable group, the Louisville Chapter may well have the possibility of a future International Champion! 

k it it it it it 

THE KENTUCKY TROUBADOURS began their Barber Shopping career in 1938, the same year that 
Owen C. Cash of Tulsa, Oklahoma, founded our now national society of S.P.E.B.S.Q.S.A. Their first appear- 
ance took the form of a minstrel show sponsored by the Mother of Sorrows Catholic Church. The war inter- 
rupted their climb to success, but at the war's end they again took up where they had left off. 

Their brilliant rise and outstanding popularity in Barbershopping has been due to their host of friends 
and admirers in the Indiana-Kentucky District where they have competed against high-ranking quartets. 

The Kentucky Troubadours have developed a singing style all their own from fast "bouncy" numbers 
to slow sweet songs. Their collection of songs numbers some 250 arrangements many of which were 
written for them by outstanding Barber Shop harmony arrangers. 

The "Troubadours" are in constant demand, many times appearing at several performances on the 
same day. In Louisville you will find them appearing at social functions, service clubs, church and busi- 
ness organizations, but their popularity extends also to far away places, such Charlevoix, Michigan, Mil- 
waukee, Wisconsin, Asheville, North Carolina, and Oklahoma city. They now hold invitations to sing on 
Quartet shows from Toronto, Canada, to Miami, Florida. Each new performance brings added popularity 
for this quartet and the Louisville Chapter is proud to point at these fellows and say "They're our boys/' 

****** 

THE BLUE GRASS FOUR, the newest of our quartets, began the blending of their voices late in 
February of this year. Ray Marrillia, bass, invited Kenny Paslick, lead, Don Cavins, tenor, and "Chuck" 
Thurman, baritone, to his home for their initial work-out. Only a short time passed before the Louisville 
Chapter began to hear them singing at chapter meetings and before long the Chapter began to call on them 
to help meet some of the many demands already falling on other chapter quartets for appearances. The 
first name used by this four was the "St. Matthews Sump Pumpers" but with the progress of the St. Mat- 
thews sewers, the name seemed doomed and the more aristocratic name "Bluegrass Four" was adopted. 

The first public appearance of the Bluegrass Four was on a chorus show and quartet parade spon- 
sored by the South Oldham Lions Club on March 26. Since that date they have found themselves as much 
in demand as their "spare" time would permit. Their more than thirty-five appearances since then include 
practically all types of audiences, from churches to the Derby crowds at the Seelbach Hotel. 

The Bluegrass Four, organized only for purposes of entertainment, not competition, are unique in that 
they can offer a pleasing variety from solos to full quartet with guitar accompaniment. "Chuck" Thurman 
not only plays the guitar for his own folk songs, but is equally capable playing the guitar or piano for Ray 
Marrillia on "Jail House Blues," or for whatever solo Kenny or Don might find appropriate to the occasion. 

Although the Bluegrass Four have not entered competition they are a quartet that will give many 
competing quartets a good run for their money. The chapter is hopeful that they will take up the com- 
petition road and "bring home the bacon" with a district championship.

The Mid-States Four, who attained the coveted crown of International Champions at Buffalo in June, 
reached the top the hard way. Organized in 1943 while employed at Bell & Howell Co., they experienced 
their first taste of success by bringing home third place in the Illinois District Contest. Due to war condi- 
tions, no contest took place in 1945, which gave them additional time to polish up the numbers that brought 
them first place in the Illinois District Contest in 1946. In 1947, with the acquisition of their present tenor, they 
started the difficult climb upward by bringing home the bronze third place International Champion medal.
